Coolidge administration and doubt- 
less will exercise a profound influ- 
Pence on the outoome of the Con- 
gressional election next year and 
the political future of the Presi- 
dent. 

The administration now has ar- 
rived at the most critical junc- 
ture_in its career up to date. The 
French commission is to arrive 
next Wednesday to negotiate a 
funding of the  §$4,000,000,000 
French debt and within the next 
fortnight the negotiations, it ig ex- 
pected, will be completed. 

Then will come the Italians to 
obtain the terms on which th 


they now owe us. Belgium already 
has negotiated a settlement of its 
$500,000,000 debt. 

Congress will meet in Decem- 
ber and will pass on the settle- 
ments recommended by the Debt 
Funding Commission. If Congress 
approves the settlements they will 
stand. If Congress disapproves 
any proposed settlement it will fall. 

Inasmuch as the terms accorded 
our debtors by the Funding Com- 
mission depend in each case upod 
the decision of President Coolidge 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, Congress will regard the ad-

GAINS PRESTIGE 


The President already has 

vastly in prestige as a re- 
sult of the mere fact that the debt-

He 
merely remarkec that he guessed 
American bankers had better not 
‘float any more loans to govern- 
ments or to the nationals of gov- 
ernments which had failed to 
make any ‘trrangements for pay- 
ing their debts to the United States. 
It is said he made the remark to 
Secretary Mellon and also to his 
old: college mate, Dwight Morrow, 
of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
He left no doubt in their minds 
that he meant what he said, and 
the word quickly wes passed to 
Wall street. That was nearly a 
year ago, not long after Mr. Cool- 
idge had been elected by the larg- 
est plurality on record. 

It soon became apparent that 
Mr. Coolldge, viewing n ns as 
not differing from individuals, 
knew what he was up to. He had 
touched the most sensitive of all 
nerves, whether the nations or in- 
dividuals, the pocket book nerve. 
These European debtors had been

The French also by that 
time had a change of heart. 
Czecho-Slovakia likewise was 
eagerly making signals that she 
wanted to pay up. 

So the President was carnered 
considerable glory by bringing the 
recaicitrant European debtors 
time. It is the supreme accon:- 
plishment of ‘ht adménistration 
up to date. It now remains to be

more acourately the Hebrew word 
meaning the place of all the dead, 
both good and bad, as sheol, in- 
stead of hell, and the similar word 
in the New Testament as hades 
Instead of hell.

have life. Hell, thus interpreted, 
is a figure of speech describing 
the obliteration or extinction of 
those who have lived so brutishly 
that they have no spiritus! life to 
survive the grave. A second group 
of teachings portrays future pun- 
ishment, and we moderns believe 
that the only morally justifiable use 
of punishment is to produce ref- 
ormation. Many stripes and few 
stripes, outer darkness, and other 
symbols are used by Jesus regard- 
ing a state which may well be 
called purgatory, where souls are 
being purged from the domination 
of their sins, and where they will 
either turn to God and heaven; dr 
else, if continually rebellious, will 
meet a second death. A third 
group consists of those who have 
been spiritually born anew into the 
heavenly kingdom here and for- 
ever.”

It 
will cover the average condition 
of the crop as of the 1l16th inst., 
and give the indicated yield of that 
date in keeping up the publication 
of semimonthly crop reports from 
July 1. This program will be con- 
tinued until the end of October. 

The sentiment of the trade is 
now crystallizing around a pros- 
pective average condition as low 
as 52 per cent in this coming re- 
port against 56 and 623 in the 
previous two reports and an in- 
dicated crop of less than 13,500. 
000 bales, without linters, against 
13,740,000 in the last report which 
covered the avera condition to 
August 31 and 18,990,000 bales 
in the previous report to A t 
16. The total cr produced st 
year was 13,627,000 bales of the 
gross weight of 500 pounds each, 

CHANGED CROP OUTLOOK

New Mexico have memorialized 
President Coolidge, Congress and 
the American people, charging that 
the Indian Bureau by overt acts 
is seeking to destroy their tribal 
life, hullify their constitutional 
rights and defame their religion. 
The memorial was framed by the 
Indians at a meeting of the Coun- 
cil of All the Pueblos at Santa Do- 
mingo Pueblo, near Albuquerque, 
N. M. The fifteen Pueblos also 
signed a statement that they them- 
selves had jointly composed the 
document, but with white help in 
the matter of English language. 
Seventy-seven delegates represent- 
ea the fifteen tribes, which in- 
cluded the Pueblo tribes of Zuni, 
Acorn, Is 
and the remote tribe of 
which crossed the desert from the 
Rocky Mountains, 


TEXT OF MEMORIAL 

The text of the Pueble memorial 
follows: 

“We, the Pueblo Indians of New 
Mexico, have been driven to make 
this appea) for the continued right 
of our self-government, for fair 
play in the matter of our religion, 
and for persohal liberty as here- 
tofore accorded us and as guaran- 
teed by the Constitution 

“We have met in a special meet- 


11 of the Council of All the Pu- 


blos, gttended by delegates num- 
bering seventy-seven from fifteen 
pueblos from Taos to Zuni. We 
hereby state our case. 

- We appeal against the 
effort to destroy our self-govern- 
ment. This effort is being made 
by outside influencer acting through 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. We 
give one out of any ezamples to 
prove that the Indian Bureau is try- 
ing to establish a new policy in de- 
fiance of the law. 

“At Taos Pueblo, Indians, 
users of the d peyote, 
were disciplined after due trial by 
the officers of the pueblo. Their 
offense Was to invade our religious 
ceremonies dressed in nonéerenio- 
nial costumes. They had persisted 
in the offense and at last the o- 
clals had given them the choice of 
paying $2 as a fine or re- 
ceiying a single stroke with a piece 
of leather, delivered on the buck 
through the blankets and viothing. 

The two Indians chose to re- 
ceive the stroke, and one of them 
publicly stated that he had made 
this chotce tn order to break up 
the government of the pueblo. 


SUMMARY ARREST 

“Thereafter, having obtained au- 
thority from the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs at Washington, the 
superintendent of the Northern 
Pueblos caused the summary arrest 
of the whole governing body of 
Taos Pueblo, save one minor offi- 
clal. These officials, nine n num- 
ber, were taken under armed guard 
to Santa Fe and were held under 
$600 ball for each man. Supt. 
Crandall knew that not one of

These statements have been 
collected together by the Indian 
Bureau itself, have been protested 
without seeking corroboration and 
without giving us Pueblos a 
chance to reply. They have even 
been kept from our knowledge un- 
til recently.

Our contemporary, the Tokio Nicht 
Nichi, is inclined to believe that cer- 
tain British publicists and politicians 
will actually rejoice if the United 
States and Japan could be made to 
come to grips. We do not believe that 
this is the considered opinion of the 
best minds of Japan or Great Britain, 
but we do think that a law prohibiting 
people from writing nonsense that 
might possibly cause other nations to 
collide and providing for corporal pun- 
ishment, if the law be violated, should 
be enacted. Sowers of racial and in- 
ternational discord ought to be pun- 
ished with the utmost rigor of the law, 
for these are the ones who are respon- 
sible for the organized loot, murder, 
rapine and moral and material degra- 
dation that follow wars, after the bub- , 
ble of “glory” has vanished. 

In the book in question a war is depicted 
i between Japan and the United States in 
1931, which lasts for two years and ends 


in Japan; but the comment is not favor- 
able to the author, who is accused of seek- 
ing to foment discord between the United 
States and Japan. 
of it: 

Japan, in the book, is awarded the 
role of aggressor and picks a quarrel 
with the greatest, richest, most power- 
ful and most advanced of the nations 
who are making their imprint on the 
civiligation of today.. For ex 
am why should this empire fight at 
all? ff she must, why pick on the rich 
and powerful United States that has 
friends all over the hem of the Pacific 
Ocean? Why commit economic suicide 
right from the start by quarreling with 
Japan's best customer? 

These comments are illuminating. They 
give a glimpse of the conservative spirit 
of Japan and the enlightened views held 
there of world affairs. There have been a 
number of comments recently in the Japa- 
nese press concerning the attempt of oar | 
tain outside influences to create discord be 
tween the Japanese Empire and this coun- 
try. Some of the writers point out that 
‘Great Britain lost the economic supremacy 
of the western world through the World 
War; and they suggest that there may be 
those in England who believe that it could 
be regained if the United States were to 


preferably with Japan. 


But the Japanese are not inclined to be 
drawn into a foreign war to benefit some 
other nation, not even their late English 
ally. Their leading minds have no illusions 
concerning what a war with this country 
would mean. They freely admit that the 
odds, both economic and in a military sense, 
would be decidedly against them. They 
are not blind to the superior advantage of 
the greater wealth and population of this 
country in such a struggle. They say that 
it would be the height of folly for Japan 
to pick a quarrel with America: that the 
Pacific area is big enough and broad enough 
for both and that they cannot afford to 
fight for the gratification or economic ad- 
vantage of Burope. . 

According to Japanese expression, there 
wil] be no conflict between the two nations, 
unless this country should prove the ag- 
gressor and force Japan to fight in self- 
defense. The Japanese statesmen have no 
more thought, according to their published 
utterances at least, of sending their navy 
to attack the Pacific Coast of the United 
States than of sending their airships on a 
plundering expedition to the moon. 


While it is possible that there may be 
those on the other side of the Atlantic who 
would take pleasure in seeing the wealth 
and manhood of this country and Japan 
wasted in a war between the two nations, | 
who would like to see the prosperity of 
both peoples brought to a bloody end, there 


will be gratified. And The Times is con- 
vinced that these ill wishers are in a great 
minority. Such a foreign policy might have 
been adopted by some of the monarchies 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centu 
ries; but it is too Machiavellian for the 
present generation, outside Bolshevik Rus- 
sia. 


Neither this country nor Japan could 
gain aught through a military conflict; for 
there could be no hope of reparations for 
the victor covering a hundredth part of the 
loss. At present they are mutually good 
customers and good friends. As the Japa- 
nese say, the Pacific area contains ample 
space for both, and those who seek to fo- 
ment trouble between the two peoples are 
public enemies. There is some merit in 
the Japanese suggestion of penal punish- 
ment for those who seek to incite peoples 
to violence. Writers like Bywater may well 
be compared to the morons who scatter 
lighted matches and cigarette stubs among 
the dry leaves of ouf national forests. 


NOISY WORLD 

This modern world of telephones, ra- 
dio and automobiles, with its industrial, 
commercial and political confusion, is too 
noisy and nerve-racking for H. G. Wells. 
He has gone to live and work in an isolated 
farm hotise, somewhere in France. Mr. 


tant piece of literary work to do and needs 
“several months of absolute solitude” in 
which to complete it. He has not, his 
friends say, become a churlish misanthro- 
pist, but simply has found that the hubbub 
and uproar are too much for him and that, 
in order to produce what presumably is to 
be his masterpiece, he must be well out of 
them. 

All authors are not like Mr. Wells. Some 
of them are able to do excellent work in 
hearing of the discordant sounds of busy 
streets. They say they get inspiration from 
the city’s roar and tumult. But by far 
the greater number seek quiet, isolated 
nooks in which to wield the fountain pen 
or pound the typewriter. If there is any 
noise to be made they want to make it 
themselves, both at home and when their 
books or articles go forth to an eagerly 
waiting world. So they hie themselves 
away to rural retreats, with the evident 
idea that the perfect heat of creative work 
requires a certain insulation and at the 
same time a close contact with the great 
storage battery called nature. 

Not only does the great writer find the 
world too noisy, but he also finds it too 
nosey, a word that has not yet crept into 
our lexicons, but which may be defined as 
curious, intrusive and meddiesome. He is

Prombters  ndicted On 
Charge of Swindling In 
Stock Sale, to Face Jury 


The asserted on swindle case of 
the United States against W. I. 
Barnard, Drew Haven Dunn, B. 8. 
Dennison and R. H. Tune will come 
up for trial tomorrow forenoon be- 
fore U. 8. District Judge 
Henning. The four, along with 0. 
E. Cook whom government agents 
have been unable to apprehend, 
were indicted by a Federal grand 
jury two years ago for asserted 
misuse of the mail. 

The men were officers of the 
Huntington-Hawthorne Oil and 
Gas Company, and are asserted to 
have been promoting oil-well drill- 
ing more for the purpose of selling 
stock than for procuring oil. They 
held leases in the Hawthorne and 
Moneta districts which were of a 
value sufficiently questionable to 


cause officials to examine their 
stock-selling operations. 
The company which they op- 


erated grew out of the Consolidated 
Oil Company and Kern River De- 
velopment Company, according to 
a government official. 

H. L. Arterberry, special assist- 
ant United States Attorney-General, 
will prosecute the case. Postal In- 
spectors W. G. Means and 8. H. 
Morse developed most of the evi- 
dence to be offered by the govern- 
ment. 

Estimates of the total amount 
believed procured by the promoters 
run around $100,000, it was said 
in the government offices.
